2. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein administration of the 
compound takes place on between one and seven occasions, between 14 days prior to 
and 14 days post administration of the nucleotide sequence. 

3. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein administration of the 
compound takes place on between one and seven occasions, between 7 days prior to 
and 7 days post administration of the nucleotide sequence. 

4. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein administration of the 
compound takes place between 24 hours prior to and 24 hours post administration of 
the nucleotide sequence. 

5. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein administration of the 
compound is simultaneous with administration of the nucleotide sequence. 

6. (previously presented) The method according to any one of claims 1 -5 wherein 
administration of the compound and the nucleotide sequence is repeated between 1 
and 4 times, at intervals of between 1 day and about 18 months. 
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7. (previously presented) The method according to claim t wherein administration of the 
nucleotide sequence is via the oral, nasal, pulmonary, intramuscular, subcutaneous or 
intradermal route. 

8. (original) The method according to claim 7 wherein the nucleotide sequence is 
administered using a gene-gun delivery technique. 

9. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein administration of the 
compound is via the oral, nasal, pulmonary, intramuscular, subcutaneous, intradermal 
or topical route. 

1 0. (original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the compound is administered 
using a gene-gun delivery technique. 

1 1 . (previously presented) The method according to claim 9 wherein the compound is 
administered at a dose of between 0.1mg/kg and 100 mg/kg per administration. 

12. (original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the mammal is a human. 

13. (original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the compound is 4-(2-formyl-3- 
hydroxyphenoxymethyl)benzoic acid. 

14. (withdrawn) A vaccine composition comprising a nucleotide sequence which 
encodes for an antigenic peptide associated with a disease state and which is within an 
appropriate vector, and a Schiff base forming compound which will enhance both 
humoral and cellular immune responses in a mammal which are Initiated by the 
antigenic peptide, the compound being selected from the group consisting of:
